AVhereas Ottawa despatches announce 
that it is not the intention of the Do- 
minion govoriimeiit to offer any relief to 
tho lead industry by way of an adjust- 
ment of ditties, and whereas condition 
is unfair by reason of tho existing com- 
petition with tho foreign iiroduet of: 
cheap labor eountrius, and the hick of 
homo market, whicli prouluilcs the op- 
eration of our lead mines on prolitable 
basis, and whereas every avenue of 
trade of liritisli Columbia is directly 
and indirectly affected to the general 
detriment of the province, therefore bo 
it resolved, that the citizens of Trail in 
mass meeting assembled, us a part of 
a large community of consumers who 
pay tribute to the protected agricul- 
tural and manufacturing industries of 
Tilastern Canada, strongly, and emphati- 
cally resent the' action of the Dominion 
government: in failing to provide such 
remedies as a sutlicient duty on lead, 
and its manufactured products would 
iusure. 



BINDER TWINE BOUNTY.

SIR OLIVE II MO WAT. 



It is not oasy to do full justice to the 
name and memory of Sir Oliver Mowat, 
Who Aafii>aa.8.t.pa|S6d.eaway^.at^.tlte»ripB 
ago of '82;^' full of years arid hbnoi?. From 
1872 to 1890 he ruled the province of 
Ontario, and retained tlie trust and con- 
fidence . of its people unbroken to tlie 
end. That : is a unique - record iu the 
history of representative Institutions 
throughont tho British Empire. The 
amazing thing about it is that it began 
after Sir Oliver Mowat was over 51 
years' of age, bnd after he' had passed 
all the stages of n statesman's career, 
and rested with well won huirels on the 
Bench of -wliich lie was a distinguished 
' ornament. In truth. Sir Oliver Mowat 
was -aU' extraordinary man in whom 
dignity' of personal character and devo 
tion to his country were liappily iniited 
to groat political astuteness iuul iiitel 
lectuul ability. What <Jauada owes to 
him jn'tist' be- measured through what 
Ontario owes to him, and what Ontario 
owes to him is hujuleulablc. lie found 
liis opportunity of service within tlio 
limits of his native province. To On 
tario he gave a splendid volume of leg 
tslatiob, of which other iprovinces show 
their appreciation by continual borrow 
ings. We have often noticed iu tho Brit 
ish Columbia legislature to how great 
an extent the phrase "This is a copy of 
the Ontario law" is accepted as a proof 
that tho proposed statute will be found 
sound iu principle and admirable 
practice. It is by no means the least 
of Sir Oliver Mowat's many titles to 
famo that he has been a sort of pro 
vindal Lijrcurgus iQ Canada during a 
most criieifij period of banana's doyelop- 
uient. IIo also gave to Ontario nn Ex- 
eheciuer kept free from tlie organized 
plunder which masquerades under the 
name of enterprise, and it is .needless to 
say a dean and honest administration. 
His was the only name in Cauad.i, that 
even before liis death, could hush tho 
bitterness of party strife, in such 
&pect ari^' esteem ' was :b'e held' t)y all 
Canadians, irrespective of party or prov- 
ince. In tho political history of Canada 
tlio name of Sir Oliver Mowat stands 
only below tliat of Sir John A. Mac 
donald, and lielow that perhaps, only be- 
cause of the difference between the 
Fodornl and the provincial sphere. It 
is sad to relloL't that lie was not spared 
tho spectacle of the political degenera 
tion which, attacks all 'partifes which con- 
tinue .to' hold power ; 'aft:er . the master 
uiiud -which has bebii,' thfei'r inspiration 
has been withdrawn from their control. 
To the thoughtful student of history, it 
i.s most notable how many* gre.at men' 
seem to .dle af moments 'when Iho'.course 
of events on which they have left their 
mark 'appears to bo contradicting their 
best efforts and swerving from their 
ideals. I'rovidcnco is a poor observer 
of dramatic propriety, and we could 
generally invent n fitter moment for 
great men to die than that assigned to 
them. But our vision is not wide 
enough, for the fruition of their efforts 
is not to bo measured iby external and 
tenipoifary^evldences" of failure and dis- 
appointment. ' ■ 

THE BAKU COLONIES. 

Tho -Barr, colonies on the/banks of tht 
Saskatchowon river «re an- interesting, 
but by no means novel experiment. We 

do not exactly know the details which 
chorocteriKO their organization, hut they 
must conform in general lines to e.xpori- 
iiients of tlio same Mnd;j which have 
lieeu made before. It must be said that 
the comments of tlio English press are 
not calculated to make these colonics 
attractive in the eyes of Canadians. They 
aro being referred to as a sort of rescue 
■ movement designed to preserve Canada 
from -the .dangers of au American in- 
vnsion"^ on tUdJ ono handi and of French- 
Canadian aspirations on the other. The 
iilea that the constitution of Canadian 
nationality oi; the line of Canadian dc- 
Tclopmcnt could bo appreciably affected 
one way or the other by tlie planting of 
ten thousand human beings on tho banks 
of tho Sa-skatchewan has long passed 
the dividing line of the ridiculous from 
the suilime,- and such comment only 
shows the awful depth of the igiiorauce 
about Canada which still survives in 
Great Britiun. In discussing tho Barr 
colonies •.this aspect of the question, may 
bo igrii)^. The location of the Barr 
colonios"had been governed by ithc neces- 
sity of planting nil tlio colonists together. 
This haa led to the coloiiius being moved 
further r.field beyond tho margin of cul- 
tivatiotiHihan would' be. requisite in the 
case of scittercd" individual sefitlers. On 
tho Canadian prairie tho margin of cul- 
tivation is deteriniiicd by tlie (luestion 
of transportation, not the quality of the 
soil. "Xhcrcforejitho^rBarir ^goloniea.must 
he fartlior away from ■ transportation 
faciliticH than tho individual settlor 
would l>c ro(iuirod to go. Now this lop- 
r.oKcnl.s a serious economic disadvantage 
to the individual "-dolonlsts. Regarded 
n« individuals they could' "itake up' land 
to greater advantage than they are abla 
to do by virtue of their tie of associa- 
tion iwith one, anqtlicr. In this very 
ni^sociative tic,siJm'|ti^hg.must ibc found 
to counterbalttiice the ''economic disad- 
vantage it involves. In other words thero 
"^inust bb some co-operative effort. There 
is bonnd also to be a further restric- 
tion on the individualism ofn.thc,8ettler 
contained in tlie tenure of his 'Iniiii. It 
is obvious that the idea of the colonies 
could not ' be carried out it the indivi- 
dual settler wore permitted to sell his 
holding nml move away. If he were free 
to do that, he migirt sell to an American, 



closo^ kinship of the Highland Clan, 
whose original communities possessed 
many marked co-operative almost com- 
munistic features. The only unequivo- 
cal success of such a Gol<»>y -we^know of, 
was iu tho case of the Mormdhs, and In 
their case there was a complete subor- 
dination of tho individual to a theocratic 
absolutism founded upon a pretended 
revelation of the Divine will. i.Xho same 
kind of experiment which- is now being 
tried by tho Rev. Mr. Barr -was tried 
In 1803 iby the. South Australian govern- 
ment on a very, considerable scale: It 
resulted iu,^ arpoinpieto' and •expensive 
failure, and tve wish that we could seo 
wherein Mr. Barr's colony .differs . suf- 
ficienjtly from those planted by^^^pnth 
Australia to insure success. Every 'acre 
of land used for the purpose of such 
colonizing in South Australia was evon- 
liniUy incorporated in the ordinary pro- 
cesses of competitive and individualistic 
dovelopment, and the colonies lost their 
separate entity nltogethor. Precisely a 
similar fate awaits tlio Ilev. Mr. Barr's 
all-British coloriidal ^iXhey jwiU.^either ibo 
morged in tlie stream -of Canadian .de- 
velopment through' Its overtaking thorn 
in the wilderness, or their inhabitants 
will leave them of the! own ac- 
cord and becoino indistinguishable 
as individuals. From the time of 
Giblion AVakofield down, every migra- 
tory impulse has manifested pre- 
cisely similar phenomena, and in 
every case it has been proved that men 
will only submit to the artificial restric- 
tions of such a colony, as an appreiitlco- 
sliip to tlio iiulcpoiident status of in- 
dividual citizenship. Thero is no likeli- 
hood whatever that tho Barr colonies 
will negative the universal toachiug of 
history. On tho other hand, although 
faihiri's from one point of view, they 
are bound to be great successes from 
another. They will be instrumental iu 
grafting some splendid stock into the 
national life of (_"nnada.

EAST KOOTEXAY LANDS. 

Yesterday an iniiiort.niit oliaptor in the 
history of tho coal lands of tliis prov- 
ince wfia closed by the passage of an 
Act which forever Sets aside the claim 
of tho Canadian Pncific Railway Com- 
pany to a coal area in tius province of 
very great riches; and-' 't must bo a mat- 
ter of iimmeasurablo' satisfaction to the 
podpld'of tills country tliat the govern- 
ment and tho legislature have sliown 
themselves stronger than the strongest 
corporation in Canada, when tliut cor- 
poration was striving to compass an end 
which was obvrdusly improper in the in- 
terests of British Columbia. On tlie 
construction of tho fourth section of tho 
Columbia & Western Railway, tho rail- 
way compauy-became entitled ,to a largo 
block of land for section three, the tak- 
ing up of -which was regulated by the 
Act. Any surplus of land still duo to 
make up the tale of acres, it wns left 
to tho discretion of the government to 
grant to the railway from lands belong- 
ing to the Crown, as nearly as possible 
contiguous to the railway. On this sec- 
tion of railw.'iy, a large acreage re- 
iiiaiiied due to the railway company on 
whicli it lias based a struggle continued 
for years to secure certain very valu- 
able coal lands in East Kootenny, the 
value of which has. apparently been 
much better known to tho railway com- 
pany up till lately, than to tho govern- 
ment and people of British Columbia. 
In the summer of 1001 the government 
concluded that it possessed discretionary 
powers under the Act to alienate these 
lands. Whctlier this was a mistake on 
the part- of the government as to its 
powers or not, is 'fentirely immaterial 
now. The government took the position 
that while it need not give those particu- 
lar lands to the railway company, it 
might dd SO under the Act. But as the 
railway company seemed very anxious 
to get those lands, tho government 
thought that it might well secure some- 
thing in return. As a matter of general 
lirinciple, we do not think the Lieuten- 
aut-Governor-in-Council should be in- 
vested with wide discretionary powers 
ill tho alienation of public domain, par- 
ticularly where the areas are so colossal 
as those Involved In railway grants, but 
that is something with which the Diins- 
nuiir government had nothing to do; 
and, as a matter of fact, there is at 
least a question whether, in this par- 
ticular case, such discretionary power 
did inhere In the government under the 
statute. But if it did so inhere, and 
was e.Kcrcised, surely the position of 
driving a good bargain with the- com- 
pany in the interests of the province, is 
not one of wldch the government of that 
day had any cause to be ashamed. It 
must not be forgotten that tlie lands in 
(luestion had not at that time emerged 
as so exceptionally valuable to anyone 
except the railway company. The rail- 
way company was bettor apprized of 
their value than anyone else. Yet the 
goveruinent asked larger concessions 
from tho railway company than the rail- 
way company was willing to give In ex- 
change for tho lands. Ou the 18th of 
Marcli, 1,!)02, when it was clear that 
the negotiations were fruitless, the 
grants which had been prepared for 
delivery were cancelled. In certain 
quarters It has been argued that the 
government was driven into tho action 
of cancelling tho grants by the per- 
tinacity of .'the; oppositionCin ^nosing out 
the ^nct that they had been prepared. 
It did not require any groat iiertinacity 
on the part of any members of the lop- 
positiou to know what the policy of tho

City lock-up had a weak ispot. 

When .lack Barailloux was telling the 
Magistrate of how bis' past incarcera- 
tions ill the jail had been a lesson to him 
on Saturday— he did not say la what re- 
spect the lesson had been learned. Nor 
did he tell the magistrate that but a 
few minutes before ho had been knock- 
ing a hole in the lock-up's -weak spot, 
and had he not been interrupted by the 
olUcers who came to take him to court, 
he would have escaped. 

Barailloux discovered something that 
the iiolice have not known— that .the 
Ktono walls and iron bars of the lock- 
up did not make it a jail when there was 
one section where there was only laths 
and plaster between the prisoners and 
liberty. It seems that when the iiru hall 
adjoining the lock-up, was abandoned, 
a hole was cut through tiie<8oUd wall 
and a lavatory made. The laths and 
plaster stood ibetween the liberty of any 
lirisoner in this place, and Barailloux 
discovered Ibis. He -would have been 
free in a few luiniites. He had made 
part of the necessary hole, and it was 
but a matter of ii few minutes before 
he would have wedged his body through 
and escaped through the old lire hall. 

The jailer was inforiiKd of the hole 
in the lock-up hy a trusty, and he in- 
formed the chief', who took the Mayor 
and Building Inspector to see the place. 
.\s a result the lavatory has been dosed 
and the wall will be built up, and u new 
lavatory erected in the jail yard. 

How Yeo— the Chinaman charged with 
breaking and entering K. Davis' store 
on .lohnson street on Good Friday and 
stealing a number of nickel watches, 
oper.i glasses, and a pipe— was remanded 
until Thursday. How Yee has been 
before the magistrate previously. He 
has an extra thuinh, having two tliumlis 
on his right hand, and therefore his 
description is easier tallied than the 
usual Chinese criminal. 

(Joiislable 0'Le;iry, who had been 
watching a tMiinese pawnshop, found 
that How Yee had pawned ii watch an- 
swering the <k-scri|ition of those stolen, 
and they found him at his cabin in 
Theatre' alley, where they found two 
watches hidden under the bod. They also 
discovered that ho had offered watches 
for sale in various places, including the 
tiowder works, where ho had been em- 
ployed. 

The case against A. E. Stevens, the 
Vancouver stevedore, who refused to ! 
pay the license of demanded by the 
city through Collector Wiiisby. was dis- 
[ missed on a technicality, for the magis- 
trate said that although the city could 
collect .'jsjO from the Vancouver steve- 
dore, it couhl not collect it as a license, 
as the charge had it. 

Under the Mmiicipiil Clauses Act. the 
peetioii 171 referring to Trade's Licen 
ses made no reference to stevedores— 
who were not licensed under this sec 
lion ill common with the other trades 
for which licenses bad to bo secured. 
The next section referred to stevedores, 
and although it did not refer to a 
license, it said: "It shall be lawful for 
every municipality to enforce, levy and 
collect from ievcry person who carries 
on tho occupation of a stevedore, or 
who takes contracts to load or unload 
ships within the municipality any sum 
not exceeding ifoO for six months." 

Therefore the Vancouver stevedore 
was dismissed. Now the stevedores who 
had paid .'f.'jO, as a license, -want to know 
wlietlier they get a refund.

The Executive committee of the Pro- 
viucial Mining Association, at its meet- 
ing last eveuiuB at the Board of Trade 
buikliuo', formally expressed tiieir indig- 
nation at the action of the Dominion 
govorunieut in refusing to puss legisla- 
tion at this session to assist the silver- 
lead industry. The attitude of the Fed- 
eral ministers in this question was 
severely criticized, it being considered 
that the great mining interests of IJrit- 
isl) Ojlumbia were being deliberately 
K:icrificed, as tlie. matter had exhaustive- 
ly been placed l)efore Ui« Pederal minis- 
try. . . 

President John Keen -was In the chair, 
and there being 17 members of the com- 
initteo ill attendance. 

The first biisincss was tlio reading of 
the following telegram from Mayor W, 
O. Itose, of NeLsou, to Mayor McCand- 
less, of this city: 

"Mass meeting today passed resolu- 
tion severely condeiniung action of gov- 
eriunent in refusiiitg tariff relief ou sil- 
ver-lead industry. Will you kindly call 
meeting, pass similar resolution, wiring 
your member and Fielding." 

I'resident Keen stated that the entire 
Kootenay country felt very .bitterly over 
the treatment of the Federal govern- 
ment, especially ns the ministry had 
been fully advised of the strong feeling 
in favor of protection. 

The (luestinn woidd lie taken up 
vigorously by tlie people in ICootcuay 
within the next week. lie would 
stningly rcconuneud tlic adoiilion of a 
resolution cnudcnniiiig thi> l''c(lcral gov- 
crnincnt and that the rasolulion be wired 
to the ministers, 

A lengthy letter wan read from II. P, 
P.ell, placing before the ussociatiou .fig- 
urea vsTillU rcjrard to the building of rail- 
ways in the interioT of British Colum- 
bia. The letter dealt -with iPour differ- 
ent aids to p.tll'way construction, viz., 
il) By a eunraiitee of Interest upoi 
bonds, (2) by a snlwidy, (3) by a subsidy 
and a lauKl grant combined, (JJ by a 
.subsidy alone. IMr. Bell's letter was re- 
ferred to the committCHj on traiisportn- 
tioM, ' 

TJie e.M'cutive then considered the pro- 
posed iimciidincnts to the Placer !Mines 
Act prepared liy the (Jiiecial comitiiltce 
apiioiuti'd for that iiiui'iiosc. 

hi the di.sx'iission that ensued upo:; 
tlie adoiitiou of tike ameiulmciilr:, .Mr. 
dielyea stated that the keynote of these 
amcndnieuls was that the locating, re- 
cording and title of iilacer elaiiiis should 
ibe on 'the same lines as the conditions 
relating to mineral claims. 

Mr. Clive Phillips-Wooley took strong 
<'xception to tlio iidopiiou of llie prin- 
<'iple of Cro"ivii granting placer claims. 

Mr. (Jnlt and Mr. lliggins argued that 
the (luestion of Orowu grants had been 
settled by the convention, and that Mr. 
Wooley -ivas out of order, as tlie execu- 
tive could only carry out the expressed 
wishes of the convention in the matter. 



A lengtli'y discussion ensued on tho 
best manner in which to guard against 
summary forfeiture.

been made, but neither the g-overnnien!

company, owning nothini.", lost iiotliui.g. 
Till' company had never had tjlie lands in 
iis ix)ssessioii. it had never hM<i lawful 
or Icgilimato right to claim tlicrJc land.-". 
It therefore safl'ereil imthing. The or- 
der-in-wuiic;l of I.Marcli IS, ]9l)2, cU'ar- 
lly rescinded the former order-in-couucil 
making grant of tliese lands, and the 
House wae nOAv merely asked to ratify 
this order-in-council. No member of the 
government had -aught against the C. V. 
K. -or the 0. & W., but they did not be- 
lieve that the company shouil'd havo 
these lands, and it was their duty to 
the country to rectify to tilio fullest tho 
error that had been made. After tho 
rescinding order-in-council had been 
panned, thi'i-e was no iiossible reaf-oii — 
there being no reserv>> uji-)!! block 4„5!);! 
why it sliould not have been gi-;uite<l 
under timlier, pre-emption or "coal pros- 
pec'l.ing licenses, and as a matter of fact, 
he was informed that some l;>,- 
IIIH) acres out of the ;!00,000 bad been 
s.. deal-t with. The bill could not be call- 
ed a reiuidiat i-on bill, which iiiei-ely r.iii- 
liiHl the oi-ilcr-in-i-ouiicil of IMaivh IS 
to ui.-ike assurance doubly sure as in 
the interest of the i)eiii)le. 'lie was iiiiite 
awari> of the great measure of n«spon-

not it meant iiolitical deatli to him. lie 
was going about it ;in the (inickos-t and 
surest way that iireseiiteil itself to rem- 
edy a hliinder that had been made; and 
ho wonhl nt<k the members on both sides 
of the House to lend him their support 
as in. the interests of the people of Brit- 
ish iColiinibia. 

Mr. Helmcken— Did the company ever 
apply to the Rovernmeitt for the allow- 
ance of a petition of right? 

Tho Premier— Not in my time. 

iMr. Hawtbornthwaito— Did the Crow's 
Nest rnns Coal Company at any time 
flic application for these lands • claimed 
by the C. P. R„? 

The Prcaiior— Not that I' know of. 

Tho opposition leader commented upon 
the fact that this was the third measure 
of tlio kind that had presented itself 
since he entered the. .House.. When he 
liad left tho ■govmira(inir\thfe:'.mflttbr of 
the grant was in corisfderatlpn in its 
primary .-itago. The government had 
Iboen proceeding to make up' the deli- 
ciency, and was under tiie ituprossioii 
that It wa.s making a good bargain. He 
nsSutiicd that there had been good rea- 
son for cancellation of the grant as origi- 
nally proposed, and the House was now 
inprely...asked to ratify this action— ujion 
which, proposition he did not tliink tliere 
.shouldi'ibe any .division. It .was iif the 
intoresl;-.of: the country that the Icgisln- 
turc-as.n..:vvKole!sh"o«ild support tlio gov- 
ernment In' thls course. As to the mak- 
ing of tho oriffinni grant, while the gov- 
.erument should not assume to vary tho 
directions of any act of parliament, yet 
it should not, if it beli(;vc<l a better bar- 
gain could be made than therein pro- 
vided for, bo bound by the four corners 
of any act on the statute book. 

■Mr. Oliver went at considerable length 
into criticism of tho goveniinenfs course 
through the entire traii.'factioii leading 
Hp to thi.s act being necessary, lie de- 
ai'leir that there was any aiithorilv for 
raiieelling Crown gnints bv ordor-in- 
council; he urged that the information 
now iireseiited should have been given 
tho Iloti.si? last session; ho (luestioiied 
if the government over meiiiit to take 
away these lands until actually forced 
to; he scoiUi.mI the sugges-tion of a ver- 
bal agreement for rclimiuislunciit; and 
he urged that the bill should go further 
and cancel ail Crown grants issued to 
date, while preserving to tho people the 
particularly - valuable lands immediately 
in question. Ho took full credit to 
him.solf and the opposition for having 
forced tho consummntion recorded in the 
bill. 

Mr. Curtis held that the Premier, 
while admitting that an error had ibeen 
made, should have dismissed his col- 
leagues interested in this affair. Ho 
found fault with tho Attorney-General 
ill consciiuciieo of his firm allegedly ac- 
cepting retainers from corporations hav- 
ing claims against the Crown. He be- 
lieved that the peoi)le who had put 
down stakes in these blocks in South 
I'hist Kiiotenay ive're <-ntilled to the full- 
est proteeli(Hi.

right, and if tho company made good its 
title who would pay the piper? Would 
tlie monibers of the government out of 
their private purses? 

Mr. McPhilhps went at length into the 
completeness or otherwise of the deed 
of grant, and after defining as a lawyer 
what constitutes . execution of such in- 
struments,' he asked:' 

"Did the government have any legal 
opin!on.» that tho^^grantB- could^ thus - be 
mader' 

•'Yes,'" said Hon. Jlr. 'Welis. 

Mr. McIMiillips tliought there was no 
doubt but that the C. P. It. would ap- 
peal to the Federal authorities to dis- 
allow this act as interference with 
vested rights, and resuming his argu- 
ment as to the completeness of the 
granting, inquired, whether or not the 
grants ever-leff'the '-possession of the 
(Jrowii? • ' , 

"They never left iliy possession liiltil 
the cancelling order-in-council was. pass- 
ed." said Hon, Mr. Wells. ' ' 

"The rumor has. been .current that tho 
grants wore takeri'-to'- SIbhtreal?" said 
Mr. McPhillips. . . ' ■ . 

•That is quito .right;?* Bald the Chief 
Comniissionor. ~ • -i . 

Concluding, Air. McPhillips said that 
ill agreeing to support the second read- 
ing of the bill, he. did so taking it as 
a fact as stated, that the government 
had never made delivery of tiie grants, 
and that it was, therefore, an ineoni- 
ploto transaction. 

Hon. -Mr. Wells said that as the bill 
had so direct bearing upon the ordor- 
in-coimcil of the ISth Jlarch, to whieli 
it referred, an explanation was due to 
the House, tis to the circumstances lead- 
ing up to the piissage of that order-in- 
council. First, as to the right and pow- 
er of the government to make tho l>ro- 
I)osed conveyance: It was true the sub- 
sidy act made certain directions and con- 
tainc<l certain limitations. Tho goveru- 
lueiit held, however, that it was allowed 
large, discretionary powers, and had 
taken tlio highest legal advice, which 
was that the certain directive features 
were not mandatory, and that in coiiso- 
qnence the government could exercise 
its judgment in giving the lands outside 
the contiguity of the raihvay if it so 
thought best. Any charge of wilful 
wrongdoing, therefore, fell to tlio 
ground, lint this was not .sutllcieiit in 
the publii- view. The ,;.'x)vernmenl must 
show valid reasons for attcini)ting to 
exercise tliis iliscreti(m.-iry jiower. They 
bad taken into (-(Uisideratiou that tho 
C. P. I'., or the Columbia and Western, 
was a strong corporation, that would 
1)0 able as well as anxious to develop 
the material resources of the country. 

The chiirge of doing any wrong to the 
country also fell, therefore, to the 
ground. It ivas at tho same time hoped 
to save the country a large area of land. 
To deal with tho order-in-council, it 
merely directed that the grants be "pre- 
iiarcd" in contradistinction of other or- 
ders-in-council, which prescribed -that 
grants .be "issued": it was merely a pro- 
position, not the completion of a coiu- 
pact. Tliero was nothing obligatory 
about it. Up to the time of the cancel- 
ling order-in-council. tho C. P. U. had 
never'boen heard from as to its willing- 
ness or otherwise to accept what en- 
tailed in realitv the roliii(|uishmout of 
nearly ;iO<),000 acres. He did not, as a 
matter of fact, believe that the proposal 
wiLS ever suhiintted to the directors of 
tho Canadian Pacific Hallway, who 
would be the only body to deal with 
such a matter. The delay which had 
been referred to had occurred through 
lio word coming from the C. P. B. In- 
deed the first intimation;^ that, .the gov- 
cnmiont bad liadi.of clnlm:;bcInB set up 
liy the company tliat title in tliese blocks 
liad passed to them, was when eject- 
niont proceedings were taken by the 
company against persons who had se- 
■cured other grants from the government 
after tho cnncellation. When those 
Crown grants were prepared, the gov- 
ernment had discussed tho question as 
to how far they would be prepared to 
go In making a bargain with tho coni- 
l>aiiy ere letting the grants pass out of 
the government's possession. Tho re- 
sult had been a decision that an' effort 
shouhi ho made to secure further con- 
cessions. Tliere had been every oppor- 
tunity to make delivery of the grants, 
but this was not the intention of the 
govoriiiuont. Instead he had gone witli 
them to Montrsal, and had several 
days' negotiations with tho cqiripany, but 
could not thereupon see his way clear 
to make delivery of the grants, aud so 
had informed Sir Thomas Shaughncssy. 
He was ii friend of that gentleman it 
was true, but he did not at an.v time 
forget or overlook his responsibility as 
a .Minister of the Crown. The ileeds ilid 
not at any tiiae h-avc his possession un- 
til he returncil to Victoria, aud the cau- 
cclliug order-in-council was passed. As 
to the title, tliei'i! iii'cd be no fear. None 
lead iiassed. Tlien why this Icgishltiou? 
A iiet'ition of right had been asked for 
aiKl refused, as in the public intercut. 
Having failed to obtain a petition of 
right, the company was taking the course 
v>E assorting its right toy taking eject- 
ment proceedings against so-called tres- 
passers. Precedent from Ontario was 
cited as ix) the non-passage of title by 
non-delivery, and after defending clear- 
ly the goveninipnt's course in tho an- 
swering of questions, the Chief Commis- 
sioner closed with an exi)n'ssioii of 
gnilification that there seemed no differ- 
<'iico of opinion as ti> the merit of the 
bill before the House, which would prob-. 
ablv pass witluuit so much as division.

The motion for an immediate commit- 
tal was objected to by Mr. (iilniour, and 
this accordingly went over to tho next 
sitting of the House. 

It was shortly before six when the 
House rose.
